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Although the coverage from December 1952 to February 1953 was 
incomplete as & result of the loss of a specially reliable source, 
it can be stated that the total of military surply goods which 
arrived in East Germany still was considerably below the average 
of 1*000 cars per month as it had been in October and November 3952 
A total of 27 3 trucks arrived during the period of observation * At 
least a portion of these vehicles had special superstructures « The 
suprly of tank spare parts continued normal. The sources corresponding 1 
stated that 26 of 97 tanks which arrived were old tanks which had 
probab3.y been overhauled « The supply with ammunition rose to 240 
carloads in December 1952 as compared with 190 carloads in November 
-t9f>2 and, in February 1953* reached about the sane number, namely 239 
carloads after it had decreased to 114 carloads in January 195,3. In 
December 1952, the ammunition depot in Kockrehna received more than 
50 percent of the total ammunition supply. The 9 airplanes which 
arrived in February probably are training planes for the VPL« 
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
